Convincing Proof That Silver Demonetization Was 


Bought by British Gold. 


In the Congressional Record, April 9, 1872 (p. 2304), Mr. Hooper of 
Massachusetts, in his reportbas Chairman of the Committee of Congress 
on Mints and Coinage; says: MR. ERNEST SEYD OF LONDON * * *¢ 
AFTER EXAMINING THE FIRST DRAFT OF THE BILL, FUR- 
NISHED MANY VALUABLE SUGGESTIONS WHICH HAVE BEEN IN- 
CORPORATED IN THIS BILL.” 

Congressman Gilbert De La Martyr said that Judge Kelly told him that 
he (Kelly) saw the original draft of the bill for the demonetization of silver, 
and it was in Ernest Seyd’s own handwriting. ; 

In this connection is given the following affidavit: 

State of Colorado, County of Arapahoe, ss 

Frederick A. Luckenbach, being first duly sworn on oath, deposes 
and says: I am 62 years of age. I was born in Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania. I removed to the city of Philadelphia im the year 1846, and con- 
tinued to reside there until 1866, when I removed to the city of New York. 
In Philadelphia I was in: the furniture business. In New York I branched 
into machinery and inventions, and am the patentee of Luckenbach's 
pneumatic pulverizer, which machines are now in use generally in the East- 
ern part of the United States and in Europe. I now reside in Denver, 
having removed from New York two years ago. Tam well known in New 
York. I have been a member of the Produce. Exchange, and am well 
acquainted with many members of that body. 1 am well known by Mr. 
Erastus Wyman. 

In the year 1865 I visited London, England, ‘for the purpose of; placing 
there Pennsylvania oil properties, in which I was interested. I took 
with me letters of introduction to many gentlemen in London—among 
them one to Mr. Ernest Seyd from Robert M. Foust, ex-Treasurer of Phil- 
adelphia. I became well acquainted with Mr. Seyd, and with his brother, 
Richard Seyd, who, I understand, is yet living. I visited London there- 
after every year, and at each visit renewed my acquaintance with Mr. 
Seyd, and upon each occasion became his guest One or more times—joining 
his family at dinner or other meals. 

In February, 1874, while on one of these visits, and while his guest for 
dinner, I, among other things, alluded to rumors afloat of parliamentary 
corruption, and expressed astonishment that such corruption should ex- 
ist. In reply to this, he told me he could relate facts about the corruption 
of the American Congress that would place it far ahead of the English 
Parliament in that line. So far the conversation was at the dinner table 
between us. His brother Richard and others were there also, but this was 
table talk between Mr. Ernest Seyd and myself. After the dinner ended, 


he invited me to another room, where he resumed the conversation about 
legislative corruption. 


He said: “If you will pledge me your honor as a 
gentleman not to-divulge what I am about: to tell vou Wälle 1 liver I Wr 
convince you that what I said about the corruption of the American Con- 
gress is true. K. I gave him the promise, and he then continued: “I went 
to America in the winter of 1872-3, authorized to secure, if I could, the 
passage of a bill demonetizing silver. It was to the interest of those I 
represented—the governors of the Bank of England—to have it done. I 
took with me £100,000, with instructions if that was not sufficient to ac- 
complish the object to draw for another £100,000, or as much more as was 
necessary.“ He told me German bankers were also interested in having 
it accomplished. He said he was the financial adviser of the bank. He 
said: “I saw the committees of the House and Senate and paid the 
money and stayed in America until I knew the measure was safe.” I 
asked if he would give me the names of the members to whom he paid 
the money—but this he declined to do. He sald: Tour people will not 
now comprehend the far-reaching extent of that measure—but they will in 
after years. Whatever you many think of corruption in the English Par- 
liament, I assure you, I would not have dared to make such an attempt 
here as I did in your country.” I expressed my shame to. him for my 
countrymen in our legislative bodies. The conversation drifted into other 
subjects, and after that—although I met him many times—the matter was 
never again referred to.

Three months ago the girl’s mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bettle, died. Her loss seemed 
to have affected her eldest daughter great- 
ly. 

Miss Rose was a young woman, 2 years 
of age, bright and lively in manner and fond 
ef society. 

After her mother’s death a great change 
came over her. She became morose, spoke 
but little to her brother and sisters, refused 
to see friends that called, and worst of all, 
she seemed unable to sleep at night. 

She would throw herself on her bed with 
her clothes on, then get up during the 
night and go down to a lounge in the front 
parlor, where she would sob her eyes out 
until daylight. 

This lounge in the front room was her 
favorite resting-place. Whenever the par- 
lor was empty her family would find her 
stretched out on it, her face buried in the 
cushions and her form shaking with sobs. 

When she was not weeping she moaned 

about with a preoccupied air.

Prof. Swafford and his wife made their 
way to the cellar and examined the hang- 
ing form of the unfortunate girl. 

With the cunning of a mind gone mad, 
she had made certain the work of self-~<de- 
struction. 

She had procured a plaited linen clothes 
line and wound it three times over a rafter 
in the front of the basement. 

Then she twisted the rope three times 
around her body, made a running noose 
and adjusted it about her neck, fastening 
the loose end to the coil about her waist. 

She had adjusted the rope while mounted 
on a kitchen chair and when the work was 
complete she kicked it aside and hung 
strangling in the air. 

The rafter was hardly over six feet from 
the ground and her feet peeped down be- 
neath her skirt, just escaping the ground. 

The way she had tied the ropes made it 
impossible for her to slip from the noose, 
and the double coil forced itself into her 
tender throat and choked the breath out 
of her. 

The agony of suffocation must have been 
slow and terrible, for her face hung down 
upon her breast, black and terribly distort- 
ed. ’ 

She had not removed eny of her cloth- 
ing and wore the same garments she 
had worked in during the day. Her hair 
was neatly dressed and tightly bound on 
the top of her head. It had not been dis- 
turbed the slightest in her death strug- 
gle. 

When Prof. Swafford examined the body 
it was cold. He feared that it might not 
be proper for him to cut it down, so he 
went te Dr. Potts of Wellston and asked 
him his advice. The doctor told him to cut 
the body down, but not to remove it from 
the basement until the police were called. 

Mr. Swafford feturned, and with his 
wife’s assistance cut the body down and 
laid it on a comforter, stretched on the 
asphalt floor of the cellar. 

They left the cords about the waist and 
neck until the undertaker came and re- 
moved them.

The Missouri Pacific Division Superin- 
tendent Will Neither Deny Nor 
Confirm the Davison Story. 


Whether or not the public believes that 
he wrote a letter advising that a “dlaim 
for damages made by an employe be settled 
for purely political reasons is, according 
to his own statement, a matter of su- 
preme indifference’’ to Division Superin- 
tendent Brownlee of the Missouri Pacific.

The 
murdered, in a fit of insane frenzy, shares 
the fruits of this system, sanctioned by 

ntific experience and humanitarianism. 
efer was not like that man: he bore 
ol ly the ear marks of degeneracy, he was 
an imbecile of a pronounced type—for this 
Very reason he was watched, as a rule, more 
closely than others. He was an alien among 
his fellow sufferers, and should never have 
been confined ia this asylum. I recognized 
this fact at an early date and urged his re- 
moval to the penitentiary, where he could 
be made to work. Schaefer frequently beg- 
ged me to be removed, ting as his 
reason that at the penitentiary he had the 
prospect of getting off with a three-fourths 
sentence, while here it meant a life time. My 
appeals to the authorities remained unsuc- 
cessful. 

In conclusion I may say that such an oc- 
currence is always to be deplored, but at 
times it seems unavoidable, for prisoners 
will escape even from jails and work-houses, 
where they are constantly within the range 
of clubs and rifles.

EXCITEMENT IN CHICAGO. 


The Great Strength of the Foreign 
Markets Caused Big Deals 
to Be Made. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—After a session seldom 
equaled for its excitement and the heaviness 
of its transactions, December wheat closed 
to-day at 75%c, an advance of a clean 30 
since the closing bell of yesterday's Board. 

The closing figures were not the top ones 
by any meang, for shortly before the noon 
hour 76%c was being sold for the December 
option. f 

The advance is attributable to but one 
thing, the remarkable strength of the Liver- 
pool, Berlin and Paris markets. Everybody 
was watching the cables. They have been 


showing big advances for several days, and 
— + ndoubtedly have long ‘nes of 
the wheat. 

It was the general impression that there 
would be no reaction until they unloaded, 
and in view of the failure of the India 
crop and the shortness in Russia and Ar- 
gentine, this seemed to be @ rather remote 
contingency. 

Every offer of wheat made to Europe to- 
day was accepted. Liverpool closed with 
an advance of 2%d per cental and London 
reported an equivalent advance. That 
started the fun. 

When the opening bell sounded a perfect 
roar went up from the wheat pit, where a 
seething, struggling mass of excited spec- 
ulators were trying to buy wheat which 
was not for sale. December opened at an 
advance of 1%c to 1%c and almost instant- 
ly advanced another quarter. 

Then for a while prices held compara- 
tively steady. There were plenty of spec- 
ulators who were willing to accept the 

rofit in such an advance, but their offer- 
ngs .were eagerly snapped up. News cal- 
culated to “boost” prices continued to pour 
in. One of the most influential items was 
a dispatch from San Francisco reporting 
two more cargoes engaged for Indian ship- 


ment. 

Late Berlin and Paris cables were very 
strong, and it was stated that all the grain 
tonnage on both coasts had been engaged 
for months ahead, one significant fact be- 
ing the inquiry for sailing vessels. 

There was no stopping the advance. Up 
it went till 76%c hand been recorded, or ex- 
actly four cents higher than yesterday's 
closing figure. Even at ‘that quotation 
there was little to sell, but enough was of-

The oldest speculators were astonished 
at the strength displayed. Talk was heard

WAS PASSING BOGUS DOLLARS. 


Police Believe Him to Be a Member of. 
a Gang That Has Been Working 
Street Car Lines Extensively. 


P. Howell is conductor on Suburban car 
No. 308. Beside being a good collector of 
fares he knows a counterfeit coin when he 
sees it, and when a swarthy, thick-set man 
shoved him a “bad dollar’ Friday night, 
the conductor grabbed him. 

By so doing he got a clew to what the 
police think is a clever gang of counter 
felters. 

Howell’s car was coming east, and when 
the car sed Dolan’s saloon, on Tamm 
avenue, Cheltenham, it was hailed. A man 
* on and tendered Howell a silver dollar 
n payment of his fare. The conductor, 
who was on the lookout for counterfeits, 
saw at a glance it was not genuine. He 
handed it back and said it was no ‘ 

The man off another coin, but Howell 
said he would carry him down town with- 
out fare. This alarmed the man and he 
attempted to leave the car. Howell shoved 
him in a seat and told him to remain 
there and that he would turn him over to 
the police. 7 

This frightened the man and he made a 
dash for the rear platform. The car was 
moving very rapidly, but the man did not 
pause. He jumped, and turning over sev- 
eral times lay still by the car tracks. 

The car was stopped, the man was taken 
aboard and carri to the city, where he 
was turned over to the police and taken 
to the City Hospital. Here it was found 
he had sustained a compound fracture 
of the leg and would be disabled for sev- 
eral months. 

Detective Killian went along with the man 
to the hospital. He found out that the fel- 
low’s name was Stephen Callam. He was a 
Greek candymaker, he said, and lived at 613 
South Sixth street. He pleaded ignorance 
on almost every point and had no idea where 
he got the bad coin. 

The detectives visited the house at 613 
South Sixth street and made a thorough ex- 
amination. They found that a half dozen 
men, Italians and Greeks, lived there. There 
was one woman, who said she was Callam's 
wife. The occupants spoke English very 
ewes and declined to assist the police in the 
search, 

The room was thoroughly ransacked, but 
no counterfeiter’s appliances nor bogus 
money was found. A candy outfit was there, 
but it was a small affair, and the police 
think it is used as.a bluff to make it appear 
they have some occupation, 


The police are satisfied that there is a 
gang of organized counterfeiters at work, 
and that the headquarters are at Chelten- 
ham. Dolan’s saloon, at Tamm avenue, is 
a resort which the police say the coun- 
terfeiters have been frequenting for some 
time. It is here that they have been seen 
to take the car. In each case where the 
coin was successfully passed on the Sub- 
urban conductors the shover of the queer“ 
would get on at Dolan’s. He would tender 
his dol and say he wanted to get off 
at the mext corner, insist on the conductor 
hurry in giving the change. A half dozen 
conductors have reported this mode of 
procedure. 

The police say there are four others in 
the gang beside Callam. They will visit 
Cheltenham Saturday and it is expected 
they will make other arrests. They are 
confident of — 11 the plant and say 
they know where it is, but will not divulge 
it until they have raided the place. 

en Callam was arrestéd he had two 
counterfeit silver dollars in his pocket be- 
side four dollars in small change. 

The coin is cast from a mold of the 1889 
dollar. It is made of glass and is silver 
coated. It has the weight and is a very fair 
counterfeit. 

Callam’s wife professes to be ignorant of 
her husband’s connection with counterfeit- 
ers. She says he is a candy maker, but 
says he has not worked since last winter. 

“When he left home Friday morning,” 
said Mrs. Callam, he had only 10 cents. 
He started to give me a dime, but said as 
he wanted carfare he could only give me 
5 cents.“ 

A reporter saw Callam at the City Hos- 
pital Saturday. Callam denied being a 
counterfeiter and denied knowing any coun- 
terfeiters. He contradicted himself fre- 
quently. He did not remember where he 

ot the bogus coins. He said at first that 

e got it for work, but could not tell where 
he had worked. Then he admitted he had 
not worked since last winter. He said it 
was from money he had left. When he 
quit work last winter he had $100, he said, 
and he had $25 left of that. 

When asked where the remainder was he 
said he had spent it for furniture, but 
could not remember the place he bought it. 


This gang has been persistently passing 
bogus silver dollars on the conductors of 
several street car lines in various parts of 
the city for the past month. 

The Suburban officials laid the matter be- 
fore Chief Desmond, who detailed Detec- 
tives Killian, Gallagher and Williams to 
work up the case. The detectives watched 
but were never on a car when one of the 
counterfeiters attempted to shove the spuri- 
ous coin. 

In the meantime reports continued to 
come in where conductors on the Benton 
division had been victimized by the counter- 
feiters. Conductors Van Dorer, Jolley, 
Peugh, Sams and Lueas made complaints 
Friday, but did not detect the fraud until 
it was too late. 

Detective Killian requested Supt. Steele 
of the Suburban to issue an order requiring 
the conductor to hold the first man who 
attempted to pass a counterfeit coin. It 
was while complying with this order that 
the capture was made. 

Last summer the United States secret 
service officers raided a gang of Greeks at 
519 Poplar street, who were suspected of 
counterfeiting. No outfit was found, but 
Antoni Popus, who had several bogus coins 
in his pockets, and had been detected try- 
ing to pass them, was arrested. He is 
now in jail awaiting trial. Callom admits 
he was living at 519 Poplar street when the 
raid w.s made, — ty the officers. found 
no evidence agains 4 

The police say that William Steinburg, 
who was urrested in Jennie Snyder’s re- 
sort on Clark avenue, is a member of the 
same gang. He is now out on bond to an- 
ewer the United States Court. 

United States Secret Service Officers Mur- 
phy and Callon are also working on the 
case,

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SUDDEN DEATH OF THE NOTED 
THEATRICAL MANAGER. 


SKETCH of, HIS GAREER. 


He Was Famous for the Splendor of 
His Presentations and Intro- 
duced Many Celebrities.

NW YORK, Oct. 17.—Henry E. Abbey 
of the theatrical firm of Abbey, Schoeffel & 
Grau died early to-day in his apartments at 
the Osborne. “Death was due to a hemor- 
rhage from the stomach, With him when 
he died were his daughter and Mrs. Kings- 


‘ley, mother of Mr. Abbey’s first wife. The 


present Mra, Abbey, who recently brought 
a suit for divorce, is said to be in Europe. 
Mr, Abbey has been ill some time. Sev- 
eral months ago his condition was said to 
be most serious, but after that he improved. 


The change in his condition came about 5 


o’clock yesterday afternoon and from that 
time on he grew steadily worse until he 
died. 

One of the first to be called to the bedside 
of the dying man was John B. Schoeffel of 
Mr. Abbey’s firm. Mr. Schoeffel immedi- 


ately took charge and was also in the sick 
room at the time of his friend’s death. 

Mr. Abbey had been heard of but little 
publicly since the publication of his wife’s 
action for divorce and the reorganization 
of his firm, which caused such a sensation 
in the amusement world a few months ago. 
Only his intimate friends knew where he 
was living, and they only had an intimation 
of the seriousness of his condition. For 
this reason the announcement of his death 
came as a startling surprise. 


Henry E. Abbey started a line in theatri- 
cals that was particularly his own. He 
would handle only the greatest attractions. 
In the presentation of these performances, 
involving great risk, lavish display, bold- 
ness of conception and perseverance of pre- 
sentation, Abbey was unequaled. To Mr. 
Abbey Americans are indebted for introduc- 
ing to them Bernhardt, Henry Irving, Patti, 
Jane Hading, Mount-Sully, Rejane, Beer- 
bohm Tree, Melba, Calve and many oth- 
ers. He also managed the last tour of 
Mary derson. 

Mr. Abbey was born in Akron, O., in 1846. 
He was the successor of his father in the 
jewelry business in that city. In 1869 he be- 
came manager of the summer opera-house 
in Akron. 

A year later Abbey took to the road. He 
first managed the Worrall Sisters, then 
Edwin Adams, and later he was the man- 
ager of Edwin Booth and Lotta. With the 
latter he is said to have made much money. 

In 1876 Abbey assumed control of the Acad- 
emy of Music im Buffalo. He took as a 
partner John B. Schoeffel, whom he made 
manager. A year later they acquired pos- 
session of the Park Theater in this city. On 
October 30, 1882, fire broke out in the theater 
and spoiled Mrs. ry’s American debut. 

The firm of Abbey & Schoeffel have since 
managed the Grand Opera-house in this 
city, Booth’s Theater, the Park and Tre- 
mont Theaters in Boston; the Metropoli- 
tan Opera-house in this city twice and the 
Lyceum Theater in London. 

Mr. Abbey is credited with the distinc- 
tion of having restored Italian opera in 
this country. In this attempt he was asso- 
ciated with Maurice Grau. Their first at- 
tempt was a disastrous failure. Abbey, in 
1884, was given a benefit at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera-house that netted, it is said, 


Mr. Abbey was an enthusiastic yachts- 
man and belonged to a number of clubs. 
His first wife was a Miss Kingsley. After 
her death, he married Florence Girard, a 
well-known actress, who recently sued 
him for a separation on the ground of 
cruelty. Mr. Abbey’s answer was that his 
wife was extravagant, abusive and jealous. 
He accused her of setti A servant to 
spy on him. Mr. Abbey’s daughter, Kate 
14 years old, by his first wife, declared 
that her father always used the second Mrs. 
Abbey kindly. 


SHOCK WAS NOT SEVERE. 


Residents of Nice and Mentone Are 
Over Their Fright. 


NICE, Oct. 17.—Friday’s earthquake shock 
was scarcely perceptible in Nice and was 
noticed only by a few persons. No damage 
is reported. News from the neighborhood 
was equally reassuring. At Mentone the 


few persons who felt the shock affirm that 
it did not last more than three seconds and 
was almost imperceptible, Similar reports 
are to hand from Beaulcu. 

A retired sea captain residing near the 
East Bay at Mentone said: “It was a sharp 
shock. It resembled that of a ship strik- 
ing heavily on a sand bar and the house 
doors and furniture vibrated severely.”’ 

Other residents of the town give gimilar 
reports of the earthquake. They a say 
there was a momentary panic among the 
inhabitants, who rushed into the streets 
half dressed. A quartermaster on a vessel 
in the harbor reports that he felt the shock 
as he was letting go the anchor.

One Arrested in Boston for a Kansas 
‘City Deal. 

BOSTON, Mass., Oct, 17.—B. E. Wilson, a 

member of the produce firm of Wilson & 

Johnson, was arrested yesterday charged 

with the grand larceny of $10,000 worth of 

property in Kansas City, Mo.

ing Money Lavishly in Illinois, 
but Not in Missouri. 


The St. Louis McKifley Traveling. Men's 
Club has reason to protest against the 
treatment accorded its members by the 
Excursion Bureau of the committee hand- 
ling the enormous slush fund put up to 
advance the interests of the Hanna-Wall 
street-McKinley combination.
